Discussion and action to recommend to the Office of Historical Preservation, the
eligibility of the National Register of Historical Places Nomination for Case Study
House #20 (13-1576)

Chairman Skelton opened the floor for the review and discussion of the
package sent to the Commissioners regarding the nomination of Case
Study House #20, to the Office of Historic Preservation.

Based on the package received, Vice Chairman Sass made a motion that
the Commission recommend to the Board of Supervisors (Board) that the
Case Study House #20, also known as the Bass House, located in Altadena
in unincorporated area of the Los Angeles County, be added to the National
Register of Historic Places (National Register), and for the Board to make
such recommendation to the State Historical Resources Commission for
consideration at the May 1, 2013, hearing.

The motion was seconded by Commissioner Sun.

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Chairman Skelton stated that while he concurs that the property meets
gualifying Criteria A and C of the National Register's Standards (Standards)
as indicated on the application, it should be noted that it also fall under
Criteria B of the Standards noting the work of the architects. He however
clarified that it may have been viewed as redundant considering that this
particular instance is being presented as a case study. Chairman Skelton
further commented that the property is also of national significance.

Vice Chairman Sass added that he also felt that the property qualifies under
Criteria B of the Standards in that Saul Bass was an industrial and a
graphic designer who was well known for his graphic arts and motion
pictures, as well as, his wife Dr. Ruth Bass who was a biochemist. Both
Chairman Skelton and Vice Chairman Sass concurred that since the
document was not prepared by the Commission, the qualifying criteria set
forth in the application package are appropriate and supports the
recommendation to the National Register.

After a brief discussion the motion on the floor was unanimously carried by
aroll call vote.

Chairman Skelton directed staff to notify the Los Angeles Conservancy of
the Commission's action, as well as, the Commission's comments and
notations regarding Criteria B of the Standards.
